That  first 
purchase  led  him  down  the  usual  path 
for  beginners — reading  books,  attending 
shows,  increasing  his  collection  of  U.  S. 
Type  coins  and  eventually  even  leaving 
his  job  in  Wall  Street  to  work  in  the  field  of  monetary  foreign  exchange.

Stanley  is  Brooklyn  born  and  bred  but  now  lives  in  Queens  with  his  wife, 
Beverly,  and  their  two  daughters,  ages  8  and  10.  Despite  the  limitation  of  an 
apartment,  Stanley  and  Beverly  house  a  collection  of  about  35  original  oil  paint¬ 
ings.  Sanley’s  art  interest  leans  toward  portraits  of  women  and  young  girls, 
painted  in  the  1880’s  and  90’s  when  realism  was  more  the  fashion.  As  well  as  paint¬ 
ings  and  coins,  Stanley’s  collector’s  mania  has  led  him  to  ancient  arti-facts,  which 
coincidentally  is  an  area  that  Harmer,  Rooke  is  now  getting  into. 


In  1965  Stanley  started  working  at  Manfra,  Tordella  &  Brookes,  Inc.  where 
he  got  to  know  Joe  Rose,  our  V.P.  at  Harmer,  Rooke  Numismatists  Ltd.  He 
stayed  on  for  about  3  years,  handling  that  part  of  the  business  related  to  gold 


coins,  U.  S.  and  foreign.  To  be  of  greater  assistance  to  his  customers  he  compiled 
a  listing  of  the  fine  gold  content  (in  Troy  ozs.),  for  most  of  the  coins  bought  and 
sold,  and  the  corresponding  value  in  U.  S.  dollars.  A  buyer  could  then  easily  see 
the  relationship  between  the  market  value  and  gold  content  value,  a  method  used 
in  European  countries  but  most  unusual  here  in  the  states.  Upon  leaving  MTB 
Stanley  re-entered  the  world  of  finance,  becoming  a  partner  in  a  Wall  Street 
trading  firm.  Finding  the  tempo  no  longer  to  his  liking  he  left  when  he  heard 
that  there  was  a  place  for  him  here.  He  is  presently  trying  to  further  develop 
Harmer,  Rooke’s  retail  coin  shop  in  the  area  of  gold  coins,  as  well  as  cataloging 
for  our  auctions.  He  finds  working  here  very  comfortable,  with  sufficient  leeway 
and  non-regimentation  to  foster  greater  creativity  and  responsibility.
